Some people hold that Chris- 


tians should not have _ insur- 
ance because by so doing they 


distrust God and His provi- 
dential care. What do you 
think? 


ANSWER: First, let me give 
you my experience. In 1926 I 
felt clearly led of God to give up 
my life insurance, I had $10,000 
of life insurance which was pur- 
chased while I.was in the United 
states Army, provided by the 
United’ States Government. It was 
the best insurance in the world. 
But I felt ied of God to drop it. 
And I felt I should thus depend 
upon the Lord day by day for the 
provision of my family. I have 
never regretted it. I feel I do not 
need life insurance for myself and 
my family. 

However, let me say that I do 
not ask others to go by my im- 
pression. I think each person must 
settle that for himself. And if 
one feels clearly led of God to 
have insurance, then he might do 
so, but he should not criticize 
others who have different impres- 
sions and different convictions. 

Another thing to be considered 
is that people ought to be thrifty 
with their money. For example, if 
a man makes a good salary and 
then wastes a lot of it, it would 
be better to save it. A good many 
Scriptures, particularly in Prov- 
erbs, encourage people to save. 
It is wise to be thrifty and saving, 
and it is wrong to be wasteful. 


In my case, I think it would be 
a sin to be too prodigal in my 
spending. But it is certainly all 
right to put the money in the 
Lord’s work and trust Him to 
provide for me and mine. It is 
better, in my judgment, to give 


to the Lord Jesus Christ, and His [| 


cause, provided I am clearly led 
to do so and provided I do it in 
faith, depending on Him to pro- 
vide our needs. But it is never 
right to waste money or live too 
high and then say you are trust- 
ing the Lord and that is why you 
do not have insurance, 

However, in this matter of sav- 
ing there is a strong teaching of 
the Lord Jesus in Matthew 6:19- 
24. There Jesus commanded: “Lay 
not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth .. . But lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven 
° .’ Laying by wealth for the 
future is discouraged in these 
Scriptures, and so while I think 
wastefulness is wrong, it is far 
better to give to the Lord and His 
cause and to provide for such 
needs as we can see immediately. 
But to lay up for the far-distant 
future seems to be discouraged in 
these Scriptures. 


Now pray about the matter. If 
vou feel clearly led of God not 
to have the insurance, then obey 
what God tells you. But if you 
feel led to have the insurance and 
if there is need for it, then you 
might do so without sin. I per- 
sonally cannot at present take in- 
surance and have not since 1926. 


Must a saved person limit 
himself to socializing with 
Christians only? 


ANSWER: No. Jesus ate din-

You Christian friends should 
keep in mind that man has al- 
ways gone astray when he turned 
his back on what God says. Adam 
and Eve disobeyed God. They did 
not disobey Him by getting drunk, 
or gambling, or committing some 
other kind of sin. They disobeyed 
God on the pretense that they 
could be gods themselves. There 
were no saloons or underworld 


joints in the Garden of Eden; but 
God spoke clearly to Adam and 
Eve about what they were to do 
and. what they were not to do, and 
they disdbeyed God and lost Para- 
dise. The early Americans were 
Bible-believing Christians. When- 
ever the Bible said something, 
that settled it. Now than Christian 
recognition is ‘being given to 
people who do not believe the 
Bible is the Word of God. They 
do not even believe that Jesus 
Christ was born of a virgin or 
that He was God manifest in the 
flesh or that there was any virtue 
in His blood, and they do not be- 
lieve that He literally arose from 
the grave. To give Christian recog- 
nition to these people on the pre- 
tense that you can preach to them 
is a clear violation of the Word 
of God. 

We are not to disobey God in 
one particular on the pretense 
that we are obeying Him in an- 
other particular; and when we 
follow such a course, we are bring- 
ing religious chaos to America.

The Church’ Federation of 
Greater Chicago announced Tues- 
day it has decided not to Sponsor 
a Chicago crusade by Evangelist 
Billy Graham. ~— 

The decision was based on a 
poll of the federation’s member 
bodies and_advice from nonmem- 
ereups-——-whieh—skhewed.. that 
churches with.a total membership 
Of About- 338,000. favored a crusade 
and churches with a total mem- 
bership of 693,000 were either 
openly opposed to one or did not 
wish to express an opinion. 


Controversy Likely 


“Under these circumstances,’ 
said the Rev. Dr. Joan W. Harms, 
executive vice president of the 
federation, “it clearly was unwise 
for the federation to be involved 
officially in a project over which 


s. Ed.) 
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there would be the prospect of 
much controversy.” 

Results of the poll, which began 
in October, revealed that 16 mem- 
ber bodies with a voting strength 
of 76 votes in the federation’s 
board of directors approved a pro- 
posal for a Graham crusade as 
part of a long range program of 
evangelism, and 10 bodies with a 
total of 89 votes disapproved or 
did not make clear their stand, 


Left to Congregations 

The member with the largest 
membership, the Rock River con- 
ference of the Methodist church, 
responded with a resolution per- 
mitting its individual congrega- 
tions to decide the matter for 
themselves. : 


The Episcopal diocese of Chi- 


cago and all Lutheran bodies quer- 


ied said either they were unwilling 
to sponsor a crusade or they did 
not wish to vote. 

The Rev. Dr. August M. Hintz, 
chairman of the federation’s de- 
partment of evangelism and min- 
ister of North Shore Baptist 
church, said if member bodies 
which expressed a desire for a 
Graham crusade joined in spon- 
soring one, the federation would 
provide assistance.

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The High Cost of Low Living 
Some figures released by the 
Board of Supervisors in the county 
where I found Christ significantly 
show part of the cost of sin which 
is usually not recognized.

A public welfare committee re- 
ported to the Ontario County 
(New York) supervisors — that 
weakening of “the moral fibers of 
our county” was the basieeause of 
their. rapidly. rise relief Cost.The 
county, which is predominantly 
rural and whose population totals 
only 65,000, has seen their cost of 
aid to dependent children soar 
from nothing to’ $155,000-a-ywear-in 
the past two decades, The report 
10tably ~ blamed the tremendous 
increase in children born out of 
wedlock and the’ skyrocketing 
number of broken homes. The com- 
mittee said, “Add to this the prob- 
lem of juvenile and parental delin- 
quency and alcoholism, and you 
have a sorry situation.” The coun- 
ty budgeted $1,190,099 for relief in 
1958 but already $40,000 more in 
supplemental funds have been ap- 
propriated and they expect anoth- 
er $80,000 supplement will be nec- 
essary. 3

receiveth sinners, and eateth with 
them.” 


However, it is definitely wrong 
to meet with sinners and enjoy 
their society on their own basis 
and according to their own stand- 
ards. Anywhere a Christian main- 
tains clearly his stand, stands up 
for Christ and the truth, and is 
not misunderstood, I think he 
might have fellowship with those 
who are unsaved or those who 
perhaps are not as well taught as 
he, 


At the same time, it séems 
strange ;te.mesthat<you have been 
ériticizedand I fear there may be 
more to the problem. 


I think that Christians often 
would do well to meet with Par- 
ent-Teachers Association, or with 
a service club, for example; but 
it would be wrong for a Chris- 
tian to let a dance, or profane 
language, or  wunchristian pro- 
nouncements by the officials go 
unchallenged. And one might be 
tempted to compromise. So if you 
are criticized on the matter, you 
should check very carefully and see 
whether you are maintaining your 
Christian influence and are hold- 
ing strictly to good Christian 
standards: 


I think it is certainly helpful 
to have homemaking classes. I 
think that contacts with your 
neighbors will do only good provid- 
ed you are always a kind and good 
Christian woman. You need not 
be critical of others, but just so 
everybody understands that you 
are living out and out for the 
Lord. You ought to know and love 
lost people and then be able to 
win them.

Naaman knew that he needed 
a saviour, and went a long way 
to get healed. He didn’t lie, nor 
hedge, nor dodge the issue. The 
moment he tearned of a way 1o 
be delivered, he wasted no time 
in taking advantage of it. God 
grant that many of you shall be as 
honest as Naaman and receive 
salvation through Christ without 
delay. 


II. Sin, Like Leprosy, Is a 
Great Terror 


Naaman was alarmed at his 
condition. The king was alarriéd 
about it and humbled himself be- 
fore the king of Israel in order 
to find healing for Naaman. God 
feared’ leprosy, for He went to 
great length in the book of Le- 
viticus to warn His people against 
it—as to how to detect it and pro- 
tect themselves. 


And God has warned mankind 
against sin from Genesis to Reve- 
lation. He has warned men that sin 
is the one thing that separates all 
men from Himself. It is the one 


thing that determines Hell for 
men. “The soul that sinneth, it 
Shall die” (Ezek. 18:20). “Sin, 


when it is finished, bringeth forth 
death” (James, 1:15). Again God 
declares, ‘Death has passed upon 
all men, for all have sinned’ 
(Rom. 5:12). It is the one thing 
that will finally compel God to 
tear this universe apart in. order 
to get rid of the results of it. Yes, 
indeed, God fears sin. He knows 
its awful powers to destroy men. 
When Jesus took the _— sinner’s 
place, the brightness of the mid- 
day sun became as black as mid- 
night: How God fears sin! 

But the amazing thing is that 
men don’t fear it! They love it. 
They indulge in it. They embrace 
it while it sinks the fangs of death 
into their hearts. They hide it; 
they excuse it; they justify it; they 
Shield it; and refuse to give it up. 

Millions would rather go to 
Hell with sin than to cast it away. 
The drunkard is not afraid of 
booze; the dope fiend is not afraid 
of heroin; the adulterer is not 
afraid of the consequences; the 
liar is not afraid of his lies. But 
God says, ‘Beware for sin brings 
eternal death.’ On every hand, the 
boys are warned, the girls are 
warned, but they go right on with 
a self-confident smile, refusing to 
believe that any ill-effects can 
come from a thing they enjoy so 
much. 


In California I knew a woman 
who had a sore spot in her left 
breast. She had a living dread of 
cancer. She went to several doc- 
tors and not one would tell her 
what it was. She went to a spe- 
cialist and he spoke one word to 
ner, “Cancer.” She_ fainted and 

had to be taken home in a taxi. 
God help men and women to be 
alarmed when God warns them 
that “all have sinned.” 

3ut men-and women and young 
people don’t want to face the 
facts of their sin. They seem to 
feel that if they ignore and refuse 
to admit it, that it just won’t be 
so. If God Himself were to set up 
a booth in this tabernacle tonight 
to tell all of you one by one of 
your exact spiritual condition, 
there would be shrieking and 
fainting wholesale. Many would 
shrink from it and run out the 
side door. 

I was out in Iowa in meetings 
a few years ago. While there a 
young college student got into a 
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-of - murder 


drinking party, and after others 
had gone home he choked to death 
a girl whom he had already ruin- 
ed. He was a boy whose mother 
had indulged him, shielded his 
escapades, and excused him. She 
had bought him out of innumer- 
able charges before the courts. 
She spent much of her time in 
clubs, theaires and taverns. She 
was convinced that her money 
could buy him through everything. 
She hired the best criminal law- 
yers who resorted to every device 
to get the boy off, but nothing 
worked. The court could not be 
bought off. At last she was facing 
the pay-off for her folly. The 
courtroom was jammed. The jury 
filed in for the verdict: “Guilty 
im the first degree.” 
When the judge declared the sen- 
tence, “To be hanged by the neck 
until dead,” the boy collapsed and 
fell to the floor. The mother 
screamed and tore her hair, For 
nineteen years she had refused to 
accept the facts about her boy. 
For nineteen years she had re- 
jected all warnings of her mis- 
take. For nineteen years she had 
shut her eyes to the truth, feel- 
ing that somehow she could es- 
cape every consequence and get 
by. Now she got the harvest of 
nineteen years of wrongdoing— 
in one jolt! 


And God has been trying to 


warn thousands of men and wo- 
men that their sins are heading 
them for judgment and eternal 
death. But sinners won't believe 
it. They won't face the facts. They 
seem to feel that Hell is a joke. 
The sad scene of despair in that 
courtroom was as nothing com- 
pared to the terror and anguish 
that will seize upon the self- 
righteous, proud and_ willful 
throng when the eternal verdict 
of condemnation is pronounced at 
the judgment bar. 

Noah warned that world of men 
before the flood that judgment on 
their sins was approaching, but 
they laughed at him and perished. 
If they had only known it, Noah 
was the most important man on

God help you to face the facts 
as you are in the face of destiny, 
and turn to Christ while there is 
yet time. 


III. Sin, Like Leprosy, 
Starts Small 


Medical men state that the first 
indications of leprosy are hard to 
detect. First, there is a small 
white spot which appears on the 
skin with one little white hair in 
it. Then appears another — spot, 
and another, and another, until 


a@the-skin-is raw in the center. Few 
lepers realize’ their condition until 


the disease is far advanced. But 
once it is started, the deadly dis- 
ease grows relentlessly, causing 
the hair to fall out, the teeth to 
drop out, the finger nails to slough 
off, the fingers to drop away at 
the joints. The tongue gets dry 
and stiff; the eyes sink down in 
their sockets; and death, slow. and 
agonizing, brings the end. ae 


So with sin. It starts in some 
small act—a lie, a broken vow, a 
secret deed, a small dishonest act, 
a hasty immoral act—-but from 
the first beginning sin grows on 
and ontill the swift terror of a 
sinful life rushes on to a meeting 
with God. 


Recently I was told of an ani- 
mal trainer in London who had 
trained some fierce animals. His 
last and crowning act was with 
a boa constrictor. He entered a 
large wire cage alone. An attend- 
ant brought a large box, opened 
the slide at the door of the cage, 
and allowed the. snake to crawl 
out. To show his absolute power 
over that python, he allowed it 
to coil about him and raise him 
to a peak several feet above the 
floor at which time he would 
speak to it and make it release 
him. 

But, at that moment he should 
have commanded the snake to un- 


coil, there was dread silence. In- 
stead, the crowd heard an awful 
scream from the trainer. They 
heard his bones cracking. The at- 
tendants rushed in, boxed the 
snake, and dragged out the body 
of the trainer, which was then 
but a pulp. 

That trainer had gotten that 
snake when it was less than two 
feet long. He could have crushed 
it in his fingers. He had con- 
trolled the deadly snake for years. 
But now it had shown its real 
nature, and killed him. 

In Philadelphia I pled with a 
young man to come to Christ and 
quit his drinking. He laughed at 
me and said, “I can take it or 
leave it alone. It isn’t hurting me.”’ 
‘Today he is a confirmed drunkard, 
heading for a Christless grave. 

A short time ago I was plead- 
ing with a young woman to give 
up the young man she was plan- 
ning to marry. I knew that he 


was a dissolute character, and 
would wreck her life. She said 
to me, “Oh, you don’t know 


George like I do.” She went along 
with him in sin, and married him. 
Today she is broken in spirit, thin 
and diseased of body, ostracized 
from her family, and a stranger 
to God. 

Flee from sin! Don’t let it fasten 
its coils about you till there is no 
escape. Don’t play with it, don't 
excuse it, don’t coddle it. Sin 
won't play with you! You must 
either get rid of sin or sin will 
get rid of you! 

People run to the doctor with 
the first appearance of every lit- 
tle pimple on the skin. They rush 
to the garage when the slightest 
rattle shows up on the car. They 
frantically call the service man 
when the = slightest thiug goes 
wrong with the television. But 
they. refuse to talk about their 
spiritual condition. They — get 
angry when told that they are 
sinners in God’s sight. They avoid 
the church. They avoid revivals 
where they are warned about sin, 
judgment, and Hell. And as a re- 
sult, sin just grows and grows 
till it destroys them. 


IV. Sin, Like Leprosy, Sepa-| 


rates With a Terrible 
Separation 


God wrote it into His law in 
the book of Leviticus that when 
a man developed leprosy, he was 
to be separated from all others, 
his home, his friends, his loved 
ones, and to be thrust out of the 
city for good. When at last he 
died, he died alone. He was a 


leper. If his wife should die, or 
his little children should _ die,

But while 
physical leprosy shuts a man out 
of his home, his city, his friends, 
sin shuts you out of the City of 
God forever!
